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The firmness and sincerity with which 


Dan Maggianetti is tackling his many prob­ 


lems as safety-service director makes it 


clearer each day that Mayor Fred Lawr­ 


ence made a wise choice when he named 


the Youngstown man to the key position at 
City Hall. 
Mr. Maggianetti has taken over the duties 
of his office in a manner which indicates 
that those citizens of East Liverpool who 
want improved conditions will get them, 
prov iding they in turn are willing to give the 
administration the cooperation it needs and 
deserves. 
The safety-service director lays his cards 
on the table. There’s no beating around the 
bush. 
This was demonstrated again at Tuesday's 
Rotary Club meeting when he offered some 
of his observations about the city and open­ 
ly defied any gambling interests who might 
have court action in mind to stop his tak­ 
ing over officially after he completes the 
40-day residence that will make him a 
qualified voter and set the stage for official 
appointment as director. 
He's stepped on toes, and undoubtedly will 
step on more. B ut as he pointed out earli­ 
er, he's not in East Liverpool to win a 


“ popularity contest,’’ but is here to do a job 
that needs to be done and that he has been 
called on to do. 
One of his recommendations that rang a 
bell during Tuesday's rem arks to Rotary 
was that the pinball licensing ordinance 
be wiped off the books, with a view to 
throwing the machines out completely. 
This seems the only sensible answer to 
a problem which has had too many em ­ 
barrassing aspects in the past. The licens­ 
ing revenue would be missed, to be sure,

later. 
As Michael J. Cody, the new mayor of 
Steubenville, declared when he requested 
council there to repeal that city's licensing 
ordinance: “ I believe the pinball machines 
are the first cousins of the slot machines, 
and probably as profitable . . . Whether 
they pay by the machine or over the count­ 
er, they are illegal.” 
Steps toward repeal of the pinball licens­ 
ing ordinance should have a high place on 
the lists of “things to be done" in the not 
too distant future. We feel confident council 
would give any requested legislation in this 
direction the serious consideration it de­ 
mands.

Then 
protests from residents over closing of the 
Myrtle St. crossing in Klondyke snagged 
further discussions and left things hanging 
in the air. 
The 
Review 
commented 
editorially 
on 
Sept. 12—before any protests had developed 
officially—“There probably will be objec­ 
tions, principally from those in the imme­ 
diate vicinity of the crossings that would 
be 
closed. 
Whatever 
inconvenience 
that 
would result is to be regretted, but this 


appears to be one of those situations where 
the benefits to the great majority would 
outweigh any protests of a comparative 
few.” 
We still feel that the benefits to the great 
majority must come first. But in view of 
the fact that the Myrtle St. crossing seems 
to be the one big thorn in the side of an 
accord, ifs quite likely that a fresh ap­ 
proach to the problem by the new council 
and railroad officials can provide a solu­ 
tion satisfactory to both sides and to the 
Klondyke residents. 
We hope so, since increased crossing pro­ 
tection is needed. When the railroad origin­ 
ally approached the city last September, 
it said the suggested program would pro­ 
vide “the most modern system of crossing 
protection available in the United States 
today.”

There has been assurance from 
Chairman McClellan that his com­ 
mittee will get around to an in­ 
vestigation of certain labor prac­ 
tices not yet touched by the com­ 
mittee. 
This, the Republicans on 
the 
committee — 
notably 
Senators 
Coldwater, Mundt and Curtis — 
have repeatedly demanded. 
Unless this is done thoroughly 
and reasonably soon there would 
seem to be no alternative b u t 
that these Republicans walk out, 
just as Sen. McClellan and other 
Democrats refused to sit on the 
McCarthy committee a few years 
ago. The precedent is excellent. 
The contention of these 
three 
Republicans is that there should 
be a real exposure of the use of 
general union funds for political 
purposes, the attempted destruc­ 
tion of an employer’s business by 
illegal methods and the activities 
of Walter Reuther’s UAW in the 
Kohler and Perfect Circle plants. 


THE KOHLER strike is a tale 
of ruthless violence an$l coercion; 
the Perfect Circle strike in Indi­ 
ana is a counterpart. 
In the latter there was violence 
and ultimately the calling of the 
National Guard and a wave of 
public protest which resulted 
in 
a right -* to - work law. 
Last summer an investigation 
of the UAW was authorized by 
the committee and commenced by 
John McGovern, minority counsel. 
But of the committee’s 56 staff 
people, McGbvern was 
assigned 
only two accountants with which 
to probe into Reuther’s mighty 
Michigan economic and political 
bastion, whereas 15 investigators 
were to have been assigned to 
the case. 
After 
a 
time 
McGovern 
met 
with reporters in Detroit and in­ 
dicated that he had made ^as­ 


tounding findings" in his investi­ 
gation. 
This 
was 
too 
much 
for the 
Reuther 
organization. 
The 
big 
guns of the UAW zeroed in on 
McGovern, charging h r i 
w i t h 
“lies and slander.” 
Reuther’s lieutenants made 
it 
clear to the committee, of which 
some members have and hope to 
hold potent UAW political aid. that 
if the committee didn’t stop Mc­ 
Govern “it will reflect on 
t h e 
committee and it can do a great 
deal of 
damage 
to 
our 
move­ 
m ent.” 


SOME COMMITTEE 
members 
have apparently heeded the rum b­ 
lings of organized labor, articu­ 
lated by UAW-Secretary - Treas­ 
urer Emil Mazey, and want 
no 
hand in curbing the vast political 
activities of union leaders. 
However, Sen. McClellan, 
who 
has built a national reputation by 
his attitude thus far, can ill af­ 
ford to have Republicans walkout 
of the committee room in protest 
should certain labor practices be 
disregarded. 
Republicans on the committee 
expect hearings in February 
on 
two aspects of the Kohler strike 
— violence and secondary 
boy­ 
cotts. 
Perhaps, there will be 
more, 
and Reuther will be brought in 
for questioning some time later, 
but Republicans are not 
sure. 
They expect minority counsel Mc­ 
Govern to serve in the same ca­ 
pacity as chief counsel 
Robert 
Kennedy. 
But 
their 
hopes and expecta­ 
tions may 
be 
dashed. 
Senators 
Mundt, Coldwater and C u r t i s 
then will face a choice between 
participating in a farce of an in­ 
vestigation without adequate pre­ 
paration and staff or walking out. 
This drastic move might w e l l 
highlight w’hat the committee has 
been unwilling to do and why.

1. P r o p a- 
ganda - w ise,! 
through o u t

the world, as revealed by the short­ 
wave radio stations on both sides 
of the iron curtain which have been 
broadcasting news and comments 
about it in the last four days, the 
event is an unquestioned triumph 
for America—a plus of tremendous 
proportions. America now is held 
to be equal in the race in which 
only a few months ago it was be­ 
lieved inferior. 
2. The Soviet Union’s propagan­ 
da is still a bit boastful but, on 
the whole, the American achieve­ 
ment is welcomed by the Soviet 
com m ertators for a strange rea­ 
son—it might hasten the day of 
East-West talks at the “ summit.” 
It came to be recognized even in 
Moscow that the West couldn’t 
talk from 
a position of seem­ 
ingly inferior strength as long as 
only a Russian “Sputnik" was spin­ 
ning around the world. But now, 
with the score even up so far as 
technique is concerned, there is a 
belief abroad that American of­ 
ficials will change their viewpoint 
and go for the “summit" talks 
soon on a basis of “equality” of 
position. 


3. MILITARILY, t h e episode 
isn’t as important as many people 
have been led to believe. Satel­ 
lites are not military weapons. Ifs 
the missile that counts. America 
successfully fired big missiles of 
long range more than a year 
ago and it’s the progress of the 
race in missiles that’s important. 
4. Questions will be asked as to 
why the United States didn’t launch 
a satellite a year ago as the ex- 
Derts now say could easily havo 
been done. The answer is that the 
highest 
officials 
of 
the 
United 
States regarded it as a scientific 
rather than a military project and 
decided to wait for the Interna­ 
tional Geophysical Year program 
in 1958. in which scientists of all 
countries were to participate. The 
real reason for putting it off, how­ 
ever, w r a fear complex on the 
propaganda side in the govern­ 
ment here—a belief that the United 
States would be regarded as a 
“ warmonger" and as flaunting her 
military power. “ Sabre rattling" 
had long been condemned here as 
an unwise policy a n d the belief 


was that such a spectacular stunt 
would hurt rather than help Amer­ 
ican prestige as a peace-loving 
nation. 
5. Political effects domestically 
will inevitably be felt this election 
year. Just as the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration was severely castigat­ 
ed by critics inside and outside of 
Congress 
w h o 
“viewed 
with 
alarm ” a lag in the development 
of satellites for tiavel in outer 
space, so today the tables have 
been turned. The Republicans now 
“point with pride.” 


THE ADMINISTRATION shows 
it can do what the Russians lid. 
Details of the differences between 
the American 
and the Russian 
“Sputnik" may be discussed in sci­ 
entific circles but the public im­ 
pression today is that America has 
evened up the race and can do 
what 
the 
Russians 
have 
done. 
It’s 
a 
kind 
of 
restoration 
of 
“pride.” Actually it was an il­ 
lusion that swept the country—the 
belief that the launching of the 
Russian “Sputnik” m e a n t that 
America was in some military dan­ 
ger and that Congress had better 
begin pouring out billions to meet 
the “for-God’s-sake-do-something" 
hysteria. 
6. There’s no doubt that a psy­ 
chological lift now will be given to 
the American military position— 
.present and potential—in the opin­ 
ion of the peoples of the free 
world. European papers already 
are applauding the achievement al­ 
most 
as 
enthusiastically 
as 
if 
each Western country had had a 
part in it. 


7. PSYCHOLOGICALLY, it may 
give a lift also to the mood inside 
the United States. A feeling of 6 m 
couragement seized the country 
during the last three months of 
1957 after the Russian “Sputnik" 
hit the headlines. This coincided 
with a downward trend on the 
charts of business conditions. May­ 
be the American “Sputnik" 
will 
ussher in a new era of optimism. 
Little things 
sometimes 
set 
off 
chain reactions Iftat have nothing 
to do with the point of origin. 
Anyway, Americans feel better 
today than they did in early Octo­ 
ber, when the Russian “ Sputnik" 
was “beeping" around the earth 
alone. The “Explorer" — as our 
“Sputnik" has been named—is a 
spectacular symbol of American 
determination as well as capacity 
to meet any rival in the field of 
applied science. 
American scientists have not al­ 
way s been responsible for some of 
the most important basic research 
but in many things like radar and 
penicillin, discovered abroad, the 
scientists of the United States have 
learned how most effectively to use 
and make practical the inventions 
of others.

the publisher of An Nahas.

City Obtains $ 4 ,9 3 9 


Of January Revenue 


Municipal Court collected $5,520 
in January and turned over $4,939 
to the city treasury. Clerk Harold 
L. Powell said today in his month­ 
ly report. 
The court’s overall income was 
down $2,892 from the $8,412 shown 
in the preceding month, which was 
the highest December revenue in 
the history of the court The city's 
share in January was down $2,914 
from the $7,853 of December. 
In addition to the amount paid 
the city, the court turned over $209 
to the state as its share of fines 
resulting from liquor law offenses 
and Highway Patrol arrests; $296 
to the county treasury, also from 
state cases, and $75 to the Law 
Library Association. 
The city’s share of the revenue 
was made ud of $507 in costs from 
civil actions and $4,432 in fines. 
costs and forfeitures from crim­ 
inal actions. 
The court handled a total of $7,- 
822 last month, including $1,999 in 
the civil branch and $5,822 in the 
criminal branch. The total includes 
many collected on trusteeships and 
judgments in civil actions and re­ 
funded bonds in criminal cases.

A breakdown of cases in Jan­ 
uary showed: 74 civil cases filed. 
171 disposed of and 118 left pend­ 
ing: 79 city criminal cases filed. 
88 disposed of and 22 pending, and 
43 state criminal cases filed, 41 
disposed of and 61 pending.

Think of calories as a yardstick. 
From the standpoint of fuel, the 
calories from one food are the 
same as the calories from anoth­ 
er. That is, calories are merely a 
measure for the fuel value of any 
food. 


ALL EXCESS calories are con­ 
verted into body fat, regardless of 
what type of food furnishes the 
fuel. From* the weight standpoint, 
total calories tell the story. 
However, it is a mistake to think 
only in terms of the number of 
calories, for the body doesn't func­ 
tion on fuel alone. For repair and' 
upkeep, we must have body re­ 
plenishing 
nutrients 
— 
protein, 
minerals and vitamins 
Here’s the gist of the matter: j 
the protective foods furnish an 
abundance of the essential nutri­ 
ents for a minimum of calories. 
Check to make sure you have 
these foods daily: lean meat, fish 
and 
fowl; 
eggs; 
milk; 
cottage 
cheese; cheese, fruits; vegetables; 
whole grains. 
For the dieter, it is important to 
eat foods rich in nutrients, rather 
than rich in calories. Too many 
overweights eat high calorie foods 
which lack protective nutrients. 
| 
In today’s letter, the overweight 
complained of being tired a n d 
needing more energy foods. It is; 
quite likely 
that 
her 
tiredness 
stems from inadequate nutrition. 
She does not .need more foods 
high in “energy," for high energy 


is synonymous with high calories. 
An excess of energy - boosting 
foods does not give more energy, 
but more weight. What she needs 
is more of the protective bod>- 
replemshing foods which serve to 
keep the system running in an ef­ 
ficient way. 


FRUIT 
AND 
lightly 
buttered 
bread are protective foods and a 
basic part of low calorie fare. 
However, since a reducing d el 
is limited in calories, a dieter 
should not overeat on any one 
food, for this would either add 
up to too many calories or un­ 
balance the diet and slight other 
nutrients. 
Fortunately, the protective foods 
are not overly high in calories. 
This makes it possible for any 
overweight to be well nourished 
and lose weight. The high calories 
come from trintfnings, fats and 
rich desserts.
